Your letter of Oct U'Ttli to hand 
and I will give you as near as 1 ran 
the facts in the case where Prank 
was shot on Oct. 24th. 

It seems that he had been out dur- 
ing the night of the 22nd ami 2.'lrrl 
working on a case, and some time 
during the Bight of t lit- 33rd he, in 
company with two ol the Fast St 
l.ouia dettctises, caught the man 
they were after ami taking him to 
the Polks Station they put htm 
through a series of sweatings. This 
lasted till Monday about noon. At 
this point it is said thev were suc- 
cesslul in get tin* several contessions 
out of the man in charge, and ol 
course they all being w'orn out, 
started home, but before going very 
tar Frank suggested that thev get u 
dish of Chilhe. The other two men 
not caring for it, Frank went into 
the place where he was shot, alone 
From the evidence he ate two dishes 
ol Cbillie and fell asleep.
